To celebrate the 20th anniversary of the National Endowment for the Arts, 
The Cleveland Museum of Art will display a selection of posters and catalogues 
of exhibitions granted financial support by NEA. The display begins during the 

national celebration week September 23-29 — and continues through the following 
weeks . 

Among the major Cleveland exhibitions to which NEA made contributions 
are: Caravaggio and his Followers, European Vision of America, Chardin, Eight 
Dynasties of Chinese Painting, Reflections of Reality in Japanese Art, and 
Cavallino.
